FOR the purpose of requiring the approval of the Legidative Policy Committee before
an appropriation amendment to an Executive Branch program endorsed by the
Governor may be given effect; requiring the prior approval of the Legidative
Policy Committee before the Governor may reduce any appropriation that the
Governor considers unnecessary or that is subject to budgetary reductions
required under the budget bill as approved by the Genera Assembly; and
generally relating to amendments to and reductionsin appropriations for
Executive Branch programs.

22 approval of the Board of Public Works AND THE LEGISLATIVE POLICY COMMITTEE,
23 the Governor may reduce, by not more than 25%, any appropriation:
